The film's spectacle, adventure and thrills range across the scorching 
sands of the Sudan and along the banks of the Nile. It's plenty hot— 
the action and the scene! Use the following stunts, or work your own, 


to capitalize on your theatre's air-conditioned luxury. 


HEAT BALLY! On a hot day, send around town a scantily-dressed girl with a huge, 
simulated thermometer and sign: "'It's Plenty Hot! Now's the Time to Enjoy the Scorch- 
ing Desert Spectacle, ‘Storm Over the Nile,’ at the Air-Conditioned State Theatre." 
Reverse angle might also be used on a cool day: "Too Cold? Warm Up With the 
Scorching Action of ‘Storm Over the Nile,’ etc." 


DESERT SANDS! One of the most spectacular lobby or window stunts possible can 
be worked with a lump of dry ice and a quantity of sand. Simply bury the dry ice in 
the sand pile; fumes from the ice should give the effect of smoking sand. Accompany- 
ing sign might read: "Scorching Desert Sand! Scorching Desert Adventure!"' Add credits. 


YOUR ‘OASIS!’ In line with the desert setting of "Storm Over the Nile,’ make your 
concession stand an oasis of cool refreshment for the run of the picture! Make an 
awning of real or artificial palm leaves over the counter. Set up a papier-mache palm 
tree and some potted palms nearby, hang cellophane icicles from the roof and spread 
snow’ around. Set up a large sign over the stand reading: ‘Your Oasis of Refresh- 
ment in the Scorching Thrills of ‘Storm Over the Nile’!"' 


“NILE’ COOLER! Work with soda fountains in publicizing a ' ‘Nile’ Cooler," a tropic 
thirst-quencher especially prepared in tribute to the desert thrills of "Storm Over the 
Nile." The refreshment might be devised by local fountain chiefs. 


‘STORM’ BALLY! 


A variety of street stunts is possible including: ballyhoo man dressed 
as an Arab; three girls carrying signs in sequence: “Storm,” “Over” and 
“the Nile,” with credits on back; girl in transparent raincoat carrying 
sign: “It’s a Nice Day But There’s a ‘Storm Over the Nile!”

‘Storm Over Nile’ 
Filming in Africa 
Took Much Planning 


A film unit far from its studio 
home base, in a foreign locale and 
literally living off the country, 
can only be compared to the com- 
bined operations of a military in- 
vasion force. Complicated plan- 
ning and ingenious improvisation 
were the continuing order of the 
day for Zoltan Korda’s produc- 
tion of “Storm Over the Nile,” 
the spectacular Columbia Pic- 
tures’ adventure drama of the 
African Sudan now at the...... 
Theatre. Laurence Harvey, An- 
thony Steel and James Robertson 
Justice are starred in the drama 
that introduces Mary Ure in color 
by Technicolor and CinemaScope. 

A unit of 25 people, together 
with film equipment, had to be 
transported to the African Sudan 
and then supplied with the thou- 
sand and one items necessary to 
film production. The unit slept 
and ate in tents some 50 miles 
across the desert from Khartoum, 
at Sabaloka, two miles from the 
banks of the Nile. A field kitchen 
was established and water came 
in daily on trucks. 

As the unit could only trans- 
port from England the very basic 
necessities of equipment, ward- 
robe, etc., most of the other re- 
quirements were hired or made 
on the spot. Sandals for natives 
in the crowd; camels for battle 
scenes; anything from a turban 
to a can-opener was supplied by 
local sources. 

For the many battle scenes in 
“Storm Over the Nile” members 
of the Haddendoah tribe were en- 
rolled by the hundreds. Camels 
for the spectacular dervish 
charge against British infantry 
were all found locally through 
the help of an influential Sudan- 
ese tribal chieftain.

Built His Career Carefully 


No rocketing comet to blaze a 
brief moment in the movie firma- 
ment and vanish without a trace, 
Anthony Steel achieved stardom 
slowly, even laboriously. That he 
built his stardom to last is evi- 
denced by his solid performing 
in Columbia Pictures’ “Storm 
Over the Nile,” the spectacular 
adventure drama now at the 
‘peel Theatre in color by Tech- 
nicolor and CinemaScope. Lau- 
rence Harvey and James Robert- 
son Justice also are starred in 
the Zoltan Korda Production in 
which lovely Mary Ure makes 
her screen bow. 

Although born in England, 
Steel spent much of his childhood 
in India where his father, a 
regular army officer, was sta- 
tioned. Returned to England for 
schooling, Steel cut short his stay 
at Cambridge University to join 
the Grenadier Guards, saw serv- 
ice in the war and was badly 
wounded. When he was demobil- 
ized in 1945, Steel’s persever- 
ance won him an interview with 
the J. Arthur Rank Organization 
and, ultimately, a contract. 

He played small parts in a 
number of films until his big 
chance came. He was cast as one 
of the three escapees in “The 
Wooden Horse.” The public and 
critics alike heaped praise on 
him, and since then he has stead- 
ily risen to an established position 
among top ranking British film 
stars. 

In “Storm Over the Nile,” Steel 
plays a young man who enters 
the Army against his will, reluct- 
antly upholding family tradition. 
Fearing he will never make a 
good officer and will endanger the 
lives of his men, he resigns his 
commission when his regiment is 
ordered into overseas action. How

young actors can boast, as can 
Harvey, of having served their 
country in two of its armed forces 
before the age of 19. Born in 
Lithuania, Laurence went to 
South Africa with his parents. 
When he was 14, he decided he 
had had enough schooling, ran 
away and joined the South Afri- 
can Navy. Parental objections got 
him discharged but Laurence was 
soon off again, this time to join 
the Army. He saw service in 
Egypt and Italy and, when World 
War II ended, was still only 19. 

Back in Johannesburg, Harvey 
went to England to study at the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic Art. 
His first professional appearance 
was with the Manchester Reper- 
tery Company. His performances 
in his first two films gained him 
bigger roles in “Man on the Run,” 
“Cairo Road” and “The Black 
Rose.” An interlude of stage work 
and he was back in films. In 1952, 
he joined the famed Stratford- 
Upon-Avon Company at the Mem- 
orial Theatre where he soon es- 
tablished himself as a brilliant 
Shakespearean actor in a nation 
where good Shakespearean actors 
abound. 

Such films as “Women at Twi- 
light,” “Innocents in Paris” and 
“The Good Die Young” paved the 
way for a Hollywood film, “King 
Richard and the Crusaders.” 
Harvey next played Romeo in the 
highly acclaimed “Romeo and 
Juliet,’ which won him great 
personal praise. He then made 
“T Am a Camera” and his current 
“Storm Over the Nile.”

blower.” In Hollywood, he made 
“David and Bathsheba,”’ “The 
Lady Says No,” “Anne of the 
Indies” and “Les Miserables.” 
Returning to England, he played 
in “The Sword and the Rose,” 
“Rob Roy” and “Robin Hood.” 
His more recent pictures include 
“Land of the Pharaohs,” “Out of 
the Clouds,” “Doctor in the 
House,” “Moby Dick,” “Above 
Us the Waves” and “Doctor at 
Sea.”

(Review) 

The greatest love and adven- 
ture drama of the Sahara ever 
filmed, Columbia Pictures’ “Storm 
Over the Nile” yesterday opened 
at the Theatre. Star- 
ring Laurence Harvey, Anthony 
Steel and James Robertson Jus- 
tice and introducing Mary Ure, 
in CinemaScope and color by 
Technicolor, “Storm Over the 
Nile” is a veritable storm of love, 
fury, spectacle and adventure; it 
has all North Africa as its battle- 
ground, a cast of thousands and 
a drama of sweeping scope and 
vividness. 

Based on the novel by A. E. W. 
Mason, R. C. Sherriff’s screen play 
for “Storm Over the Nile” tells 
how Steel, reluctant scion of a 
family proud of its military tra- 
ditions, suddenly resigns his com- 
mission, motivated by the fear 
that he will prove an indifferent 
officer and a risk to his men in 
the bitter Sudan fighting.

He is among the thousands 
of natives who, by super-human 
exertion, haul the British gun- 
boats up the dangerous Nile cata- 
racts; he rescues Harvey when 
the latter is blinded by exposure 
to the pitiless Sahara sun and 
helpless before Arab attacks, by 
sheer will-power hauling him to 
safety over desolate desert, hun- 
gry and thirsty. With one feather 
returned, he rejoins the Arab 
legions, deliberately winding up 
a prisoner in the fortress dun- 
geons of Ondurman where he at-

Harvey, who won international 
renown with his fine acting, is 
equally splendid as the hapless 
officer rescued by Steel.

Based on A. E. W. Mason’s 
novel, “Storm Over the Nile” tells 
how Steel, although raised in a 
stern family tradition of military 
honor, resigns his commission in 
the Army when his regiment is 
ordered to active duty in the Su- 
dan; he is afraid he will be a 
poor officer on the raging battle- 
field but his resignation is mis- 
taken for cowardice. Steel is sent 
four white feathers by three 
brother officers and by his own 
fiancee. To win back his honor 
and his woman’s love, he goes to 
the Sudan as a civilian, assumes 
the guise of a mute Sangali 
tribesman and braves dangers 
beyond description. 

Highlights of the spectacular 
new screen adventure, whose 
scope and vividness are said to 
be enhanced by the CinemaScope 
and Technicolor cameras, are the 
assault of primitive Arab hordes 
against an isolated-British unit, 
the desperate desert trek by 
which Steel rescues a blind and 
helpless Harvey, the attack of 
the dervish camel cavalry, 2,000 
strong, and the climactic siege of 
the fortress of Ondurman, one 
of history’s mightiest battles. 

Harvey, who impressed Ameri- 
can audiences with his fiery Ro- 
meo in “Romeo and Juliet,’ con- 
vincingly plays the blinded office: 
who is aided by Steel. In the ard- 
uous role of the British officer 
posing as a native, Steel is re- 
ported to deliver a performance 
that enhances his reputation as 
one of Britain’s top stars. James 
Robertson Justice is said to be 
as salty as ever as a Crimean 
War veteran who deplores the 
softness of the new military 
generation and Miss Ure makes 
what is reported to be an auspi- 
cious motion picture debut, as 
Steel’s sweetheart. Geoffrey Keen 
is seen as Steel’s sympathetic 
doctor friend, and Ronald Lewis 
and Ian Carmichael are cast as 
his brother officers.
